Andover will begin the new year with a 
new town manager: At 9 a.m. Monday, 
Kenneth R. Mahony will be sworn in as 
town manager in the Town Hall confer- 
ence room. 

Contacted recently at his City Hall of- 
fice in Passaic, N.J., where he is finishing 
out his days as city manager, Mahony 
declined to predict what 1982 might hold 
for Andover, reserving comment on issues 
facing the town until he is on the scene. 

But Finance and Budget Director Tony 
Torrisi, who has acted as town manager 
since Jared S.A. Clark resigned last June, 
recently offered his thoughts on what the 
coming year has in store for the commu- 
nity. 

Although it is ‘‘still too early to tell” 
what next year’s town meeting issues will 
be. the possibility of modifying Proposi- 
tion 2% with home rule action is certain to 
be one issue, Torrisi indicated. 

Voters may have several options for 
changing the tax-cutting law — excluding 
growth or debt service from the two and 
one-half percent levy limit, for example — 
but what those options will be are still 
unclear, depending on legislative action. 

The ‘uncertainty’ surrounding 242’s ef- 
fect on the town next year is causing 
“frustration” for town officials and de- 
partment heads struggling to prepare the 
fiscal 1983 budget, he noted. 

‘Losing control of your own direction 
creates frustration. We're not sure what 
alternatives we're going to have to déql 
with 2% — and some alternatives would

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Pole Hill Lots Mortgaged; 
Planners Call It ‘Low Blow’ 


A Planning Board public hearing called so the plan- 
ners could consider requiring modifications to plans 
for the Pole Hill subdivision ended before it began 
Tuesday night, with a surprise announcement from the 
developer's attorney 

Andover Atty. Reginald Marden, representing Pole 
Hill developer Arthur Kalogianis of TDJ Development 
Corp., told the planners no modifications could be 
made to the plans, approved by the board last August, 
because lots have been mortgaged to the Arlington 
Trust Bank. 

Approved subdivision plans can not be modified 
after lots have been sold or mortgaged, Community 
Development and Planning Director Jonathan Gil- 
more explained Wednesday. The public hearing was 
therefore ‘‘a washout,” he said. 

It was not clear how many of the 69 subdivision lots 
have been mortgaged, or when they were mortgaged, 
Gilmore said. Marden could not be reached for com 
ment Wednesday. 

The planners considered Marden’s*last-minute an- 
nouncement ‘“‘a low blow,’’ Gilmore added, because 
plans for the public hearing were announced Dec. 8, 
and the attorney apparently ‘had known for some 
time’’ that lots had been mortgaged.

Congressman Nicholas 
Mavroules (D-Peabody) 
was advised today by the 
U. S. Department of the 
Interior that pursuant to 
his request of June 17, 1981 
the National park Service 
will conduct a technical as- 
sistance study of the Mer- 
rimack River area. 

According to the Con- 
gressman, ‘‘Interior re- 
viewed several potential 
projects and decided that 
the public access study and 
master plan would be ap- 
propriate tasks for the 
Park Service to under- 
take.”’ 

In addition, the Con- 
gressman said the Merri- 
mack River Watershed 
Council, which will be 
working in tandem with the 
National park Service, 
would be considering a pro- 
ject dealing with ‘‘river 
protection strategies.’’ 

“Using the Comprehen- 
sive Rivers Proteétion 
Strategy as a guide,”’ the 
U. S. Representative said, 
“a project could focus on 
the development and initia- 
tion of conservation imple- 
mentation strategies for 
specific river planning 
units. Emphasis could be 
placed on the use of other 
than fee acquisition tech- 
niques, such as easements, 
bargain sales, land ex- 
changes, limited devel- 
opment land subdivisions 
and the like.”’ 

And, the Congressman 
continued, ‘There will also 
be ‘resource significance 
assessment.’ By that I 
mean assisting in the com- 
parative survey of the nat- 
ural, physical and social 
Significance of the Merri- 
mack River area. The pur- 
pose of this survey would 
be to assess what role, if 
any, is appropriate for the 
federal government in the 
conservation of this river. I 
would expect this portion 
of the assistance to require 
a minimal amount of 
time.”’ 

The effort is expected to 
begin in the spring of 1982.

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Selectmen Support Commission 
Overrule Of Town Meeting 


The selectmen have voted to support 15 Whispering 
Pines Way residents in their effort to have the county 
commissioners overrule an ‘‘unreasonable’’ town 
meeting vote that rejected their street as a public 
way. 

Four board members voted unanimously Monday 
night to send a letter to the county commissioners 
supporting the Whispering Pines residents’ petition to 

- have town meeting’s vote overturned. (Selectman 
Susan Poore was absent.) 

The commissioners are scheduled to hold a final 
hearing on the street acceptance Jan. 5, but will not be 
required to announce their decision at that time. 

Both the selectmen and the Planning Board recom- 
mended that town meeting accept Whispering Pines 
Way as a public way during annual town meeting. But 
voters rejected the street with a 187-180 vote (and with 
a slightly larger margin on a recount) after abutter 
John Doyle of 40 Reservation Road argued against the 
acceptance. 

Doyle said that power lines hAve been erected on his 
property, and that trees have been cut from his prop- 
erty and snow is plowed onto his land, because the 
paved roadway is not centered in the right of way. The 
Planning Board waived the requirement to center the 
pavement when the subdivision was built 14 years ago. 

Town officials maintain that Doyle’s complaints can 
be settled with the power companies, and should have 
no bearing on the street acceptance.

Andover Atty. Andrew Caffrey, Jr., who filed the 
petition with the county commissioners on behalf of 
the Whispering Pines residents he represented at town 
meeting, appeared before the selectmen Monday night 
to seek their support 

If the petition is unsuccessful, Caffrey told the 
board, the street acceptance will turn up on the annual 
town meeting warrant once again this year, “and we 
will hear the same issues, and deal with the same 
personalities, in another lengthy hearing.’’ (This year, 
he added, he would be ‘‘better prepared’’ to rebut 
Doyle’s arguments. ) 

Selectman Donn Byrne said he would be ‘‘perfectly 
willing to support the petitioners’ request. This was 
decided not on the issues, but on conflicts that go back 
15 years — it should have been accepted, and I hope the 
commissioners overrule town meeting.”’ 

Chairman Norma Gammon said that although she 
would ‘‘stick by’’ the board’s support for the street 
acceptance, ‘I don’t like having the county commis- 
sioners telling the town what to do. I feel very strongly 
that my first vote was the vote I’d have to give now 
also — but I don’t like it.” 

Jerry Silverman said town officials should make 
‘every effort to alleviate’ Doyle’s problems by seeing 
that the electric and telephone companies remove 
their power lines from Doyle’s property. 

Public Works Director Bob McQuade said the com- 
panies are willing to move their lines, at no expense to 
the town, but will need Doyle’s permission to trespass 
on his land to do so. The lines were erected on Doyle’s 
land because the power companies mistakenly as- 
sumed the pavement was centered, he explained. 

That fact that the pavement is not centered will not 
increase the cost of maintaining the street for the town 
if the street is accepted as a public way, the DPW 
director added. 

Doyle was present Monday night, but did not offer 
any comments to the board. 

Donal Coleman of High Street, who was present to 
discuss another subject, told the gelectmen it would be 
‘‘poor precedent’’ to ask the county to overrule a town 
meeting decision, because town meeting acts as the 
town’s legislative body i 

At Coleman's urging, the selectmen agreed to point 
out in their letter to the county commissioners that 
town meeting voted against the street acceptance. 
That information, Coleman said, should be added as ‘‘a 
courtesy to town meeting.”’

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Administrative Changes, Industry 
Growth Made ’81 Adventurous 


By Sue Aucella Deacon 


The past year has not been a quiet one 
for Andover. 

It was a year that saw the departure of a 
generally well-respected town manager 
and a complicated search for a new one, 
the resignation of a Community Devel- 
opment and Planning director amid some 
controversy, a hard-fought vote in favor of 
industrial growth at annual town meeting. 

Along with an assortment of other issues 
that aroused strong emotions among 
townspeople: revaluation, gyspy moths, 
cable television. 

Finance and Budget Director Tony Tor- 
risi has been sitting in the town manager's 
seat for the past six months, since former 
manager Jared S.A. Clark resigned to 
accépt a position with IBM. The acting 
manager shared his perspective on 1981 
during a recent interview at Town Hall. 

“Turnover is always disappointing,’ 
Torrisi said. ‘“We had the loss of a number 
of people during the last year — not only 
the manager and Rhys (former Commu- 
nity Development and Planning Director 
Rhys Kear), but also the building inspec- 
tor, environmental affairs coordinator, 
some engineers.” 

“I’m a little concerned, in the long run, 
about the town’s ability to retain good 
people,” he added. ‘I think Proposition 
2% has stimulated thoughts of career 
changes.”’ 

When times are bad, public employees 
are often made the ‘‘scapegoat,’’ he ex- 
plained: ‘‘It’s fairly easy to take frustra- 
tions out on that group that’s in the 
fishhowl.’’ Torrisi added that some por- 
tion of public employees’ ‘image prob- 
lem’’ may be ‘‘merited — but the majority 
is not.”’ 

The revaluation of all town property has 
been one of the year’s ‘‘big stories,” he 
commented. ‘‘There are some negative 
connotations — tax bills may be up. But on 
the positive side, we will have equity — it 
does attempt to equalize the burden.’’ 

The ‘‘disparity’’ between land and build- 
ing values sparked the greatest concern 
among residents when they received their 
revaluation notices, he said. Torrisi point- 
ed out that land values are rising more 
rapidly than building values, and that land 
had never been assessed at its true value 
in Andover 

‘We had no choice on our valuation 
techniques under current law,’’ he said. 
“A lot of people don't seem to understand 
that 

“But I think very few people will be 
terribly upset with the final results’’ when 
they receive their tax bills in March, he 
added 

The revaluation firm, PRC Jacobs, has 
been delayed in returning final results of 
its assessments and appeals hearings to 
town officials, forcing the town to mail 
estimated tax bills this month. But despite 
his ‘‘dissatisfaction’’ with that delay, Tor- 
risi would not say he is unhappy wit’ the 
work PRC Jacobs has done 

‘The number of appeals hearings they 
held has no direct relation to the quality of 
the job done,” he said. 

The $13.72 million school building pro* 
gram that got off the greund’ this year is 
likely to have more “‘long-term signifi 


greater service to townspeople at less cost 
over the long run, he added. 

Although it is not yet ‘‘on line,” the 
library computer is ‘‘an excellent example 
of the direction government should move 
toward — maintaining existing services 
with technology and less personnel. The 
focus has to move toward being more 
capital-intensive and less labor-inten- 
sive,’ Torrisi said. ‘‘We can rely on some

‘An auditorium for the high school, a 
media center for West Junior High, better 
laboratory facilities — these will mean 
improved opportunities for education in 
the town.” 

During 1981, a special town meeting 
voted to appropriate an additional $2 mil- 
lion for the school project, bids were 
awarded and construction began. Work at 
the three schools is now on schedule for 
the most part, and planned for completion 
in September, 1983. : 

Town meeting also approved a compute- 
rized circulation system for Memorial 
Hall Library that promises to provide

Andover should now ‘‘sit back for a 
minute and look at where we will be in 
three years,’ Torrisi maintained. ‘“‘We 
should look at our resources — land, wa- 
ter, roads, sewers — and our demogra- 
phics, including residential growth, and 
look at that as the beginning of our com- 
prehensive plan.” 

Community Development and Planning 
officials and the Planning Board are 
looking forward to doing that soon, he 
said. 

And finally, the awarding of a provision- 
al 15-year cable television license to Roll- 
ins Cablevision of Atlanta, Ga. ranks as ‘‘a 
very big accomplishment’’ of the past 
year, the acting manager said. 

Awarding the provisional license was 
‘‘the beginning of the end of the process,”’ 
he explained. Once the selectmen award 


the final license, construction will begin 
on the town-wide cable system, and cable 
service should be available throughout 
Andover by the end of 1982. 

Perhaps one of the most exciting as- 
pects of cable television in Andover will be 
the television studios proposed for com- 
munity use, tentatively planned to be lo- 
cated at Merrimack College.‘‘This opens 
up many areas of public and private inter- 
est,”’ the acting manager said. ‘‘We could 
put programs on those (community ac- 
cess) lines from business, industry, educa- 
tional institutions — it’s hard to say what 
the limits are.’’ 

For Torrisi himself, the last half of 1981 
has been a time of personal growth. 

As Finance and Budget director for the 
past two and one-half years, he has 
worked mostly within the walls of Town 
Hall. But as acting town manager, he has 
been ‘‘very accessible” to the public, town 
employees, department heads, elected and 
appointed officials, and has ‘‘maintained 
close communications’’ with the business 
community, state legislators and, to a 
lesser extent, federal officials. 


“It’s been an educational experience, 
one that’s provided me with some insight I 
don’t think I would have gained without it. 
I think I will miss the opportunity to meet 
as many people as I have over the past six 
months — though if I miss it, it will proba- 
bly be my own fault. 


“It’s easy to get bogged down at the 
desk,’’ Torrisi said. ‘But a conversation 
can sometimes be more important than 
pushing a pencil. I hope I don’t lose that 
type of communication.” 


Finn Won’t Seek Re-election 


School Committee Chairman Joseph A. 
Finn, noting he could not be a part of the 
devastation which will be wrought on And- 
over’s school system through Prop 22, 
announced this week he will not seek re- 
election at the annual town election in 
March 

The veteran of six years service on the 
school committee said that he had given 
the decision a lot of thought before deter- 
mining that “‘it’s time to call it quits. I 
made my contribution to the town and it 
seems proper that the time has come for 
someone else to participate in the deter 
mination of Andover's educational! poli- 
cies.” 

Finn said his years on the committee 
particularly the latter years, ‘‘have been a 
draining experience both physically and 
emotionally,’’ adding, ‘‘my family has 
paid the price of my commitment to the 
town.” 

The committeeman, reviewing his years 
of service, said that the first few were 
dedicated to the improvement of the total 
educational program and achieving equal- 
ization of opportunity throughout the sys 
tem. This included the implementation of 
the traditional system at the West elemen- 
lary school ded

“With help from the legislature, the 
townspeople can save the day. Through 
legislative action, producing home rule 
decisions, te town can be given the oppor- 
tunity to decide on our own if we want a 
good schoo] system and vote to support 
that action 

There are a lot of good people in town 
and I feel confident they will step forward 
and offer themselves to public service,’ 
Finn concluded, expressing his apprecia-

Storage Permit For 
Digital Is Delayed 


A Greenwood Road resident Monday night was 
granted permission to store gasoline and diesel fuel on 
his property, but Digital Equipment will have to wait 
at least one week to receive permission to store pro- 
pane gas on River Road. 

The selectmen approved Arthur Tisbert, Sr.’s re- 
quest to store 3,000 gallons of gasoline and 1,000 gallons 
of diesel fuel in two underground storage tanks at 144 
Greenwood Road. Tisbert’s grandson, Steven, told the 
selectmen the fuel would be used for trucks, tractors 
and plows on the Tisberts’ farm. That petition was 
approved by the fire chief. 

The fire chief also approved Digital’s request to 
store 8,500 gallons of propane gas in six aboveground 
storage tanks at 179 River Road, where construction is 
underway on the former Polaroid building taken over 
by Digital. 

Stan Nordin of Petro Gas Service, supplier to Digi- 
tal, said the storage would be temporary, since the gas 
would only be used to heat and ventilate the building

Without town meeting approval, the po- 
lice chief told the selectmen Monday 
night, Andover police would be powerless 
to issue parking tickets and collect fines 
The Andover Center Merchants fear that 
that would lead to parking anarchy on 
downtown streets, and encourage more 
Boston commuters to park in Andover all 
day, Richard Chapell of the center mer- 
chants added. 

The new fee structure will bring And- 
over parking fines in line with those in 
neighboring communities, Chief James 
Johnson said. Acting Town Manager Tony 
Torrisi said a clerk in the treasurer’s 
office will be assigned to collect the fines. 

A group of 16 violations (Group A) will 
lead to $5 fines, including meter violation, 
all-night parking in a restricted area, 
parking in the wrong direction, parking 
more than 12 inches from the curb, double 
parking, parking in a bus stop or taxi 
stand, and obstructing the normal flow of 
traffic in a municipal parking area. 

The $10 fines will be charged for a group 
of 12 violations (Group B), including park- 
ing within a fire lane or crosswalk, park- 
ing in front of a private driveway, parking 
within an intersection, parking to impede 
snow removal, parking on a sidewalk, and 
parking in a space designated for hand- 
icapped parking. 

The fines must be paid within 21 days, or 
they will be increased up to $20 prior to 
notice from the Registry of Motor Vehi- 
cles, and up to $35 after Registry notice.
